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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' argue in essence on pages 10-11 "a 
disclosure has nothing to do, and does not disclose or suggest that a 'result is passed to the functional unit via bypass path before the 
storing of the result in the first register unit'". This has not been found persuasive. The disclosure was to assist in identifying each element. 
As stated in the rejection, the bypass was taught in the figure, not the written text. When looking at Figure 6.51 on page 499, the output of 
the ALU is clearly connected with the pipeline execution/memory temporary stage storage (EX/MEM). The output from EX/MEM is clearly 
connected to 3 elements: data memory, the registers via the temporary storage element between the memory/writeback stages in the 
pipeline (MEM/WB) and the last MUX, and the ALU via the two MUXs feeding selected data into the ALU. This last connection is the 
bypass, since it takes the execution results temporarily stored in EX/MEM and feeds back the results directly into the ALU via the ALU's 
input MUXs. This feedback line bypasses the registers, since the ALU's input MUXs can select the execution results in EX/MEM directly 
instead of waiting for the data in EX/MEM to be stored to the registers and then input into the ALU.. 
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
